RISING STANDARDS 


The increased sale of nursery stock 
in recent years, like the record pur- 
chases of some other merchandise, 
has been generally explained by the 
offhand statement that the public 
has more money. And that is basi- 
cally true, because the real purchas- 
ing power of the average American 
in 1950 was 53 per cent greater than 
in 1940 and, after adjustment for 
the rise in living costs, the real wages 
of the average workingman were 35 
per cent higher in 1951 than in 1938. 

Yet the change in amount of ex- 
penditures of the public in the past 
decade yields ample evidence that 
Americans’ desire is not to live by 
bread alone. Their material progress 
is marked, not by the greater pur- 
chase of those things which were 
purchased previously, but by the 
greater purchase of those things 
which the public could only afford 
to a limited extent before. 

While Americans bought auto- 
biles in 1950 at a rate only 10 per 
cent greater than in 1940, they spent 
%6 per cent more in constant dollars 
for books; 219 per cent more for 
photograph developing and printing: 
263 per cent more for phonographs 
and records, musical instruments, 
radios and television sets, and 129 
per cent more for flowers and seeds, 
the last-named purchases rising from 
$211,000,000 to $689,000,000. 

Other statistics show the trend of 
public taste and living standards as 
opportunity for progress 
more generally available. In 1951 the 
American public spent more dollars 
to attend classical music concerts 
than they did to go to baseball 
games. They spent 96 per cent more 
constant dollars for books than they 
did a decade ago. Forty-five per cent 
more Americans graduated from col- 
lege in 1948 than in 1940, and in 
1951, after the GI surge subsided, 
25 per cent more persons were en- 
rolled in institutions of higher learn- 
ing than in 1940. 

Of more direct concern to nursery- 
men, more consumers (54 per cent) 
in America today own their own 
homes than pay rent, for the first 
time in history. Homeowners spent 
three times as much for home deco-

ration in 1948 as they did in 1939. In 
constant dollars, customers of furni- 
ture and home furnishing stores paid 
out 200 per cent more in 1951 than 
they did in 1937. 

Marshalling still other facts and 
figures, a writer in a recent issue of 
the Scientific Monthly compares the 
explosive progress of the past decade 


with the golden cras that have 
marked history at intervals of sev- 
eral centuries. The outstanding 


achievements in the discovery and 
application of atomic energy, the 
development of synthetic fibers and 
plastics and the addition of anti- 
biotics to medicine are landmarks of 
this era. 

Whatever the appraisal 
may make of the past decade, it has 
been marked, not only by remarkable 
economic this country, 
but also by an advance in the tastes 
and standards of the average Ameri- 
can. The mechanical progress has

BUSINESS BOOM 


Early this month the federal re- 
serve board issued its preliminary 
figures for December, which revealed 


that the business boom of autumn 
was continuing to the end of the 
year. The only decline from No- 


vember was in agricultural whole- 


sale prices; other figures were up, 
including industrial production, em- 
ployment, sales, bank credit and con- 
sumer prices. 

The board’s index of industrial 
production, which had risen fow 
points in November to 233 and set 
record for the third 
successive month, was estimated to 
have moved up another point in De- 
cember to a new high. 

Wholesale prices of agricultural 
commodities continued their decline 
of several months. The Department 
of Agriculture reported December 17 
that, although farm income was run- 
ning higher than in 1951, increased 
production costs and climbing non-

farm prices were putting the squeeze 
on farmers’ incomes and the year 
would probably end with no net gain 
in farm income. 


CHEMOTHERAPY DISCUSSED 

Speaking before the chemical sec- 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science Decem- 
ber 30 at St. Louis, Mo., Dr. A. E 
Dimond, chief plant pathologist at 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven, Conn., de- 
scribed chemotherapy, a new ap- 
proach to plant diseases not readily 
controlled by conventional methods. 
The new method is just beginning to 
prove its value in practical control of 
plant ailments. For more than 10 
chemotherapy has been th 
subject of research at the Connecti- 
cut station. 

The chemotherapeutic 
differs from more

that chemical 
compounds are watered on the soil 
and taken up by the roots of the 
plant to its internal parts, from 
which vantage point the chemothera- 
peutant protects the plant from dis- 
ease or reduces the damage from this 
cause. 

According to Dr. Dimond, there 
are three types of chemotherapeu- 


tants—-systemic fungicides that check 
the disease-causing fungus itself: 
those which react with the toxins 


produced by the fungus, rendering 
them and a third group 
which upon the plant itself, 
making it more resistant to disease 

Dr. Dimond discussed how changes 
in chemical structure affect chem- 
ical activity, adding that a slight 
change in structure sometimes will 
change an ineffective chemical into 
a useful chemotherapeutant.

Decorating Blank Walls 


By Fred J. Nisbet 


American tradition seems to rebel 
against such severe formality 
With the advent of many blank 


walls in modern housing, we can now 
find the beginnings of a considerable 
interest in wall shrubs.

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Set Standards for Ads, Packing 


Criteria for horticultural adver- 
lising copy and standards covering 
the packaging of nursery stock ship- 
ments have been adopted by the 
American Association of Nurserymen 
and the National Mail Order Nurs- 
erymen’s Association. The advertising 
criteria have been submitted to those 
associations in the publishing field 
which are concerned with the prob- 
lem of truthful advertising, including 
the American Association of Adver- 
tising Agencies, the National Associa- 
tion of Magazine Publishers, the 
Periodical Publishers Association and 
the Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion. 

Advertising criteria as adopted by 
the two associations are as follows: 
1. On all plants advertised the true 
size should be stated. 

On all plants advertised the true 

size without misleading descrip- 

tion should be stated. Grades and 
sizes for plant materials have 
been worked out by the Ameri- 
Nurserymen 


can Association of 

and many other authorities, and 
they have been approved by 
the American Standards Asso- 
ciation. Where sizes are not 


specified in the copy, the adver- 
tising should be questioned. Other- 
wise, the consumer may be led to 
believe he is receiving a mature 
plant, whereas it may be only a 
rooted cutting or seedling. The in- 
clusion in advertising of American 
Association of Nurserymen grades 
is desirable. 

2. Where there is any question of the 

true identity of the plant advertised, 


the botanical name should be_ in- 
cluded in the listing. 
Misleading “coined” names _ that 
make consumers think they are 


getting an entirely new variety of 
plant, when it may be only a com- 
mon variety known for a long time, 
are deceptive and should not be 
used. 

3. Where the plants are not nursery- 

grown, a statement should be made 

in the ad as to their true nature. 
Indirect misrepresentation of nurs- 
ery plants through distortion of de- 
tails editorially is discouraged. The 
true origin of the plants should be 
stated, such as “collected wild 
stock,” or “nursery-grown.” Both 
are sold to consumers, but to repre- 
sent or imply one for the other is 
misleading. 
Most nursery-grown plants are 
officially inspected and certified. 
When not so inspected and certi- 
fied, the copy should so state. 


Where a rose plant is other than a 
2-year, No. 1, field-grown plant, 
the copy should indicate its true 
nature. Rose plants previously 
used in greenhouses for cut flower 
production should be so designated 
in the copy. 
+. When nursery stock is pictured, the 
illustration should be a reasonably 
true representation of the item. If il- 
lustrations-do not conform to this 
recommendation, then the true size 
of stock offered should be promi- 
nently indicated. 

Minimum standards of packaging 
of nursery stock shipments as adopted 
by the two associations are as follows: 

The bare-root 
stock consisting of, but not limited 
to, the following: Trees, shrubs, vines 
and ground berry plants, 
perennials, roses, evergreens, must 
be packed in a wettable, moisture- 
retaining material. Sphagnum moss

other like material may be used as 
a mixture or alone. This packing 
material must be wet enough and of 
sufficient bulk at shipping point to 
maintain a moist condition about the 
roots throughout the period the ship- 
ment is in transit, allowing for a 
reasonable shipping period. 

The packing material and_ the 
roots or butts of the plants must be 
wrapped or boxed in a waterproot 
material heavy enough to withstand 
normal shipping conditions. By 
waterproof material is meant a tar- 
centered paper or kraft paper waxed 
on one side or a kraft paper with a 
waxed or tarred paper liner or a 
plastic wrap. If a box is used, it 
should have a waxed or similar lin- 
ing to insure retaining a moisture 
content for the roots of the plants. 

The tops of all bundles should be 
wrapped with a covering of paper, 
straw or similar material to protect 
the plant from injury and drying out 

All bundles, boxes or similar con 
tainers must be either tied, stapled 
sealed with tape or a glue or tar in 
such a manner as to insure delivery 
in good condition under normal 
postal and express handling. 


Innovations at New Baker Garden Center 





The New Baker Bros. Garden Center Located at Fort Worth, Tex 


A number of innovations in the 
Forth Worth, Tex., nursery field were 
evidenced when Baker Bros. Nursery 
opened its fourth 1-stop garden cen- 
ter, in the Ridglea suburban shopping 
district late in November. 

The nursery’s $150,000 retail cen- 
ter is said to be the first to introduce 
a new type of greenhouse and carry 
a complete stock of indoor plants. 
The greenhouse, designed by Robert 
P. Woltz, Jr., of Fort Worth, is made 
of redwood, aluminum and glass. Its 
most unusual feature is the addition 
of redwood shading slats atop the 
class roof and om the glass west wall 


to protect delicate indoor plants from 
the elements. 

Another interesting feature is the 
redwood lath house, home of thou- 
sands of earth-fresh plants bedded 
down over 14,000 square feet. ‘The 
lath wall, instead ol 
being open, is with vertical 
redwood siding and three picture 
windows. The closed south wall serves 
as a constant protection for plants 
from prevailing southerly winds.

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Propagation of the Pistachio Nut 


Reference to methods of propagat- 
ing the pistachio nut is found in the 
somewhat limited literature on its 
culture. This information is often 
both sketchy and conflicting, but it is 
apparent that budding is more wide- 
ly practiced than is grafting. 

In northern Syria, Turkey 
Sicily top-working older 
grafting is a common practice and 
is not considered too difficult. At the 
Nikita Botanical Garden, in the 
Crimea, best results were obtained 
from bark grafting and April was 
considered the best time under exist- 
ing subtropical conditions. In the 
early work at the United States plant 
introduction garden, at Chico, Calif.. 
grafting proved difficult and great 
care was necessary in placing scions. 
Of the methods tried the bark graft 
gave the best results. In other Cali- 
fornia areas cleft grafting of older 
trees has met with variable success. 
At Chico, selection and budding of 
some of the new shoots forced out 
by cutting back limbs of older trees 
during the dormant season have been 
a successful practice. Likewise, in 
the case of unsuccessful grafts, top- 
budding of new shoots arising from 
below the grafts is thus possible with 
a minimum loss of time.

It was also noted in the literature 
that when budding has been prac- 
ticed the T bud has been most com- 
monly used. As with other plant 
species readily propagated by bud- 
ding the question has arisen about 
the necessity for the removal of wood 
from the bud. In studies reported

\ separate study was made to 
determine the take of buds on the 
various pistacia seedling progenies in 
this nursery. The main budding was 
performed during the summer of 
1940, but additional information was 
obtained from the records of propa- 
gations carried out in the spring and 
fall seasons of 1940 and 1941. The 
results of this study have been sum- 
marized in table 2. The data indi- 
cate that P. vera budding may be 
carried out over a considerable pe- 
riod of time, but that, if started early 

before mid-April), little or no set

It has been observed at Chico that 
sap flow is more apt to be excessive 
at this time, and this may have been 
a contributing factor to the light set 
of buds obtained. A marked improve- 
ment in bud take occurs as the time 
of budding is extended through th« 
summer and fall. The same trend is 
noted in the pistachio nut buds set 
on seedlings of other species 
Top-working after Transplanting 

In general, serious transplanting 
losses are experienced in moving 2- 
vear-old budded trees from the nurs- 
ery to a permanent site. Early trans- 
planting, with immediate watering- 
is therefore of primary im- 
portance. When budded the first 
summer in the nursery, the seedling 
rootstock may be transplanted as 
soon as it becomes dormant. If, in 
the spring at the time when seedling 
stock should be cut back within a 
half inch of the bud, it is found that 
the variety bud has failed to sur- 
vive, the seedling should be left un- 
touched in order that it may be top- 
budded later in the season after it 
has become well-established.

Up to the time a rootstock evalua- 
tion program was started at Chico, 
little or no information was avail- 
able on the top-budding of rootstocks 
after transplanting them from the 
nursery to the orchard. In January 
of 1944, unbudded 2-year-old nurs- 
ery-grown seedlings of P. vera and its 
hybrids with P. atlantica Desf., P 
chinensis Bunge, P._ integerrima 
Stewart and P. terebinthus L. were 
available and as a test were trans- 
planted to a permanent site.

Club, and on a hook just below the 
clock and to the right of the old 
broken down radio hangs the tele- 
phone directory.

Over to his house Emil has the 
only calendar he really likes. It is 
hung up over the kitchen table, put 
out I think by the place where Emil 
buys his coal. This is a combination 
almanac and calendar, which Emil 
refers to every morning to see if the 
weather prediction is correct. He 
never fails to marvel at the rare occa- 
sions when “fair and warmer” hap- 
pens to be a fair and warmer day. 
That is the only calendar Emil has at 
home. 

In Emils wallet, if there is nothing 
else in it at the time you will always 
find his membership card for the 
Lodge, his drivers license and a small 
card with fine print, a calendar put 
out by the bank where Emil does his 
borrowing.

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Touring the South American Nurseries 


It was a sunny morning in July 
when I boarded the Blue Star liner 
Uruguay Star, bound for Buenos 
\ires. The voyage proved pleasant 
enough, and our first stop before the 
Atlantic crossing was Lisbon—a 
beautiful place which vies with the 
French Riviera in popularity. 

Among the gardens I visited at 
Lisbon were the Estoril park, which 
was superbly laid out with flowe1 
beds and to which the avenues lined 
with the date palm, Phoenix can- 
ariensis, give an exotic appearance, 
and the famous “Estufa Fria,” a 
unique garden of several acres en- 
tirely covered with narrow laths to 
give the desirable shade and pro- 
tection to one of the finest collec- 
tions of tropical and subtropical 
plants in Europe. The garden is most 
artistically arranged with palms, 
tree ferns, selaginellas, anthuriums, 
climbers, rock gardens, etc., all eas- 
ily accessible to visitors by conven- 
iently arranged paths and galleries. 

I left Lisbon feeling that I could 
have spent a few more days there 
happily. However, our next port of 
call, Las Palmas, Canary islands, was 
also attractive with its palm-lined 
avenues, although the gardens out- 
side the town were more utilitarian; 
for, as is well-known, the Canary 
isles produce large quantities of to- 
matoes, potatoes, bananas, etc., for 
European countries as well as a 
great deal of farm and other produce 
for home consumption. 

We left Las Palmas the same eve- 
ning and reached Brazil about 10 
days later. I did not remain long 
on this first visit to Brazil, as I was 
to return there later. My next port 
of call was Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
the largest city in the southern 
hemisphere. 

Leading Argentine Firm 

Among the leading nurserymen 
and seed merchants at Buenos Aires 
are J. A. Diharce & Co.; this firm 
has a fine large store in the city and 
carries large stocks of farm and gar- 
den seeds, bulbs, fertilizers, 
machinery and appliances and issues 
a comprehensive catalog of 200 
pages. Mr. Diharce drove me over to 
his nursery, of about 200 acres, some 
25 miles away

The dispatching season appeared 
to be in full swing, and a big order 
for Cedrus deodara are being pre- 
pared for the government.

Most of the work- 
ers, both married and single, were 
provided with board and housing 
accommodation, but, in spite of 
these advantages, Mr. Diharce was 
not getting enough labor.

these groups. The soil everywhere 





appeared extremely fertile, for, al- 
though many of the recently planted 
trees were old, misshapen, coarsely 
rooted material, I did not see many 
failures. Among the most popular 
road planting materials are Ailan- 
thus altissima, Bauhinia candicans, 
catalpas, Fraxinus excelsior and 
americana, gleditsia, poplars, So- 
phora japonica, liquidambar, planes, 
oaks, robinias, limes, elms and Melia 
azedarach. Evergreen trees much in 
evidence are Acacia dealbata and 
baileyana, eucalyptus, ficus in va- 
riety, Grevillea robusta, etc. Be- 
cause Buenos Aires is approximately 
the same latitude as Cape Province 
in South Africa, the average tem- 
perature is somewhat similar and 
many of the same fruits that are pop- 
ular in South Africa thrive here also; 
apples, plums (mostly Japanese va- 
rieties), cherries, apricots, peaches, 
guavas, pears, Diospyros kaki, pome-

I had invitations to visit other 
nurseries in the Argentine, including 
those of Juan E. Rosaner and Luis 
Constantini, but unfortunately there 
was considerable political trouble in 
the country at the time of my visit

Plant Notes Here and There 


In a neighborhood nursery that | 
visited the past summer I saw the 
first lot of Onosma stellulatum that 
I remember having seen in a decade. 
Twenty years ago the golden drop 
was to be found in many plant cata- 
logs and in local nurseries. Then 
came a period of eclipse during which 
it gradually disappeared until it 
reached the point where it took quite 
a little searching to find it at all. That 
puzzled me for a long time. Certainly, 
the plant has sufficient virtues to en- 
dear it to gardeners who have once 
known it. To arrive at a solution, I 
have asked a number of commercial 
growers why they no longer list the 
plant; most of the replies were varia- 
tions on the theme of short life. 

The accusation that it is short-lived 
must be only relatively true, however, 
for I remember a specimen in this 
garden that attained the ripe old age 
of close to a quarter of a century be- 
fore passing on to its fathers. Its 
longevity must depend upon local 
conditions, perhaps on drainage more 
than anything else and on exposure. 
As one would expect from their hairy 
leaves, all onosmas need _ perfect 
drainage. That is easily secured in 
light, sandy soil like ours, but if one 
operates on heavy clay, that is an- 
other matter. Then the plants should 
be grown in specially prepared beds 
and, when planted permanently in 
gardens, they should be put in a 
raised position, as in a wall, where 
they never have wet feet and will be 
in full sun. 

The plant is worth that trouble, 
too, not only for its lovely golden 
drops, strung along 18-inch stems, 
during June and July, but also for 
its fountains of beautiful silvered 
foliage. It may be grown with ease 
from seeds and from cuttings. The 
latter, taken soon after flowering and 
inserted in sand in a shaded frame 
outdoors, will be ready for lining out 
the following spring. 

Eriophyllum 

It is always interesting to observers 
to see what a little printer’s ink used 
in the right way by the right people 
can do. For instance, it was interest- 
ing to this observer of the horticul- 
tural scene to see several years ago 
what publicity in seed and plant lists 
did to my old friend Oregon sunshine, 
Eriophyllum caespitosum. It was not 
so interesting to see its rapid decline 
after two or three years of popularity 
to the point where one was hard put

to find a single source of supply. Ac- 
tually, it never was quite so good as 
some of the hucksters tried to make 
us believe, but it deserves a far better 
fate than the one that befell it. 

It might be that gardeners did not 
have a fair chance in their trials of 
the plant, for even some nurserymen 
did not fully understand its cultural 
needs. For instance, I read in one 
catalog at the time that it did well 
in almost any soil, when in fact it 
would do nothing of the kind. It may 
be that it would persist for a time in 
heavy clay, but I should not expect 
it to do so, especially if planted on a 
level surface, where the water would 
stand around it in winter and spring. 
On the other hand, give it a light soil 
on a well-drained slope or in a sunny 


why it is called Oregon sunshine. 
Under the foregoing conditions, it is 
quite indestructible. 

An experiment made here with the 
plant may hold a clue to the poor per- 
formance reported by some growers 
at the time of its popularity. About 
half of the plants from a sowing were 
put in the rich soil of a coldframe, 
where they grew up to 18 inches in 
height lank, gawky specimens, 
which lacked much of the charm of 
well-grown plants. The other plants 
were given a lean, sandy soil on a 
south slope in the rock garden, and 
there they grew not over a foot tall 
and most of them not over eight 
inches. The silver in the foliage

to give, because I think all kinds 
would be hardy in that state and 
further because I think they should 
be in gardens. 

As usually understood, nemastylis 
is composed of three closely related 
species confined to southwestern 
United States, none of which is re- 
liably hardy in my section of northern 
Michigan. The only one that was 
ever able to get through one of ow 
winters was N. acuta, and no doubt 
it would be completely reliable if 
bulbs from the northern part of its 
range in Kansas were available. 

The genus belongs to the iris fam- 
ily. The species mentioned grows 
from a brownish, scaly bulb about an 
inch long, with two to six grasslike. 
root leaves to a foot or more in 
length and a simple or branched 
stem up to 10 inches in height. Each 
spathe carries up to five flowers, 
made up of six sky-blue segments 
which open out flat, making a flowe1 
two inches or more in diameter. Its 
habit of opening one flower at a time 
makes for a longer blooming period 
than one usually expects of a plant of 
its kind, a season that covers 20 days 
or more if both old and young bulbs 
are included in a planting. 

Words cannot convey the beauty 
of this plant, nor can I picture its 
charm, though I might say that it is 
one of the loveliest of southwestern 
natives, as I see matters, and that it 
deserves far more attention from 
gardeners that it ever has had. The 
only drawbacks to wide popularity, 
once it becomes known, are a tender- 
ness to cold (perhaps to be overcome 
by propagating from northern stock ) 
and a reported cultural problem. It 
is said to demand a heavy soil and 
may do best in such a medium; how- 
ever, our trials indicate that a con- 
stant supply of moisture is far more 
important than character of soil. In 
any event, we flowered it beautifully 
in pots of light, alkaline sand and 
could notice no great difference in 
behavior or performance so long as 
its moisture needs were satisfied. |

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another prompter is four dried heads 
of our present subject on the desk as 
this note is written. First, though, 
let us take up the matter of invasive- 
ness. 

We have one plant of the species 
that was left in the open field nursery 
row when the row was abandoned 
about 15 years ago. It blooms pro- 
fusely every year and adds a tuft or 
two, yet today, after about 18 years, 
it is not over two feet across. How 
many popular border plants are less 
invasive? 

The statement that it has been in 
the open field for 18 years and per- 
haps more will tell you that it can 
take care of itself. It may be added, 
too, that it does so in an orderly way. 
First of all, it makes tufts of pretty, 
ferny, silvery leaves, from which 
spring 18-inch stems, bearing wide, 
flat, hard heads of canary-yellow 
flowers, ornamental on the plant, in- 
destructible when cut, and used for 
drying for winter. 

I suspect that it would require good 
drainage; other than that no one 
should encounter any difficulty in its 
culture. Several friends to whom I 
have sent seeds report utter failure 
with them. That must be because of 
poor though, because that is 
the way I secured my first plant some 
20 years ago, when a friend in central 
Europe sent the seeds along with a 
host of other Balkans. Limited multi- 
plication could be secured from divi- 
sions in spring and more rapid in- 
crease from cuttings taken in summer.

Monardella Macrantha 


Three years ago when an English 
gardener with whom I exchange 
seeds asked me to secure for him seeds 
of Monardella macrantha, I thought 
the task was already accomplished. 
Imagine my surprise, then, when 
every avenue of approach turned out 
to be a dead-end thoroughfare. I 
have had it several times (it was 
available whenever wanted from the 
late Carl Purdy) and lost it regularly, 
perhaps because of tenderness to 
cold, and thought that a call or two 
would bring forth seeds. Imagine my 
chagrin when it took almost three 
years to locate a pinch of seeds. 
That is not as it should be, for the 
plant is a pretty little thing, resem- 
bling in most ways a small monarda. 


Although not hardy this far north, 
we used it as an annual, sowing the 
seeds early indoors and putting them 
in the open after settled weather ar- 
rived or growing the plants in pots 
in a pit. In either case they made 
fine little bushes, bearing a quantity 
of bright red monarda flowers in late 
summer and autumn.

The Lovely Polypody 


I am glad of the opportunity to say 
a few words in praise of Polypodium 
pulcherrimum, in reply to a request 
from an eastern fern lover. It seems 
to run in my mind that I had a note 
here on the plant a few years ago, 
though I do not find it now. But I 
do find a note in my garden book for 
1940 on the subject, which is given 
in part as follows: Although I am 
unable to verify the name in any flora 
at my command, it is appropriate, 
the 8-inch lacy fronds being among 
the loveliest of medium-size ferns of 
my acquaintance. It comes from the 
Pacific northwest, I believe (at least 
that is where mine came from), and 
is easily satisfied in this climate in 
part shade in leafy soil, preferring 
one on the alkaline side, I believe.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


FEEDING TREES 

One of the peculiar customs among 
nurserymen and other plantsmen is 
that, in general, when they feed trees 
for their customers they use the crow- 
bar method, but when they feed 
trees in their own nursery they do 
so by top-dressing or broadcasting. 
I wonder why. Is it because the 
crowbar method is actually more 
effective, or does it just look as if we 
are doing a more expert job by 
punching holes in the ground? 

Frankly, I never gave it much 
thought until after we had fed ow 
parent chestnut trees this past sum- 
mer. Last fall Dr. Crane, of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture’s Beltsville, Md., station, 
dropped by to look at the trees and 
remarked that the trees were shed- 
ding their leaves too early and, be- 
cause of their heavy bearing, needed 
fertilizer. He took some leaves back 
to the laboratory, tested them and 
found that they were generally de- 
ficient, particularly so in potassium 
and magnesium. This spring we 
broadcast to each tree about 40 
pounds of balanced fertilizer, 5-10-5, 
with minor elements added. The fo- 
liage a: midfall was still dark green 
and hanging on tenaciously. If that 
method of application is efficient why 
do we punch holes and put fer- 
tilizer in the holes? The soil undet 
the trees has not been disked for 
years; the weeds are kept cut with a 
sickle bar. Admittedly, fertilizer will 
be absorbed into cultivated — soil 
quickly, but it also seems to get into 
fallow soil quickly enough. 

My father was never impressed 
with the crowbar method. I recall 
once a customer who had bought a 
neglected place on which there was 
an avenue of sugar maples lining the 
driveway. These looked neglected, 
and the grass under them was not 
choice. My father suggested that the 
ground under the trees be disked and 
a ton or so of fertilizer applied to 
the surface. There were perhaps 50 
trees in the avenue, each about 24 
inches in diameter. Today, 15 years 
later, these trees look better than 
they did before the feeding. The 
feeding of the surface not onlv bene- 
fits the tree directly, but it should 
also help the sod, which in turn helps 
the tree by creating a living mulch. 

Some persons argue that the crow- 
bar method gets the fertilizer to the 


roots more quickly, but that does not 
seem to be the case, or that the other 
methods tend to pull the root 
growth toward the surface, where 
it would suffer in the event of a 
drought, though, in fact, the heavier 
sod encouraged by the fertilizer ap- 
plication actually serves to insulate 
the roots. 

By my own observation, it does 
not seem necessary that the fertilizer 
be absorbed by all the roots; just a 
few can act for the whole tree. Every- 
one has seen a tree growing along 
a wall or a bank where just one root 
or section of roots reaches into rich 
soil and supports the whole tree. 

If, as the horticultural scientists 
claim, they are getting excellent 
growth under hay mulch, it would 
seem reasonable that the nearest ap- 
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proach to that in the landscape 
would be trees with their roots buried 
under amply fed sod. So the more 
I think about it, the more I wonder 
why we punch those holes. 


THE BEARDED IRIS 


The work done on the common 
bearded, or German iris needs recog- 
nition every now and then. As it 
is one of the easiest of all plants to 
hybridize and to grow we are apt 
to think of it with some disdain, yet 
it is a truly beautiful and satisfac- 
tory plant. 

The iris has been cultivated since 
ancient times and in terms of modern 
gardening was one of the first to 
receive hybridizing attention. The 
original type species of Iris germanica 
is no longer found in the wild in 
its European home. The name iris 
comes from the name of the Greek 
goddess of the rainbow, an appro- 
priate appellation when one con- 
siders the many colors of the flowers. 
Like the lily, the flower design was 
incorporated in many ancient build-

and its representation in the crest of 
the French royal house dates to the 
12th century. The use of the roots 
in medicine and pharmacy dates 
back at least 13 centuries. 

Modern hybridization has multi- 
plied the varieties so rapidly that 
today Standardized Plant Names 
states that there is a check list of 
19,000 named varieties, a good pro- 
portion of which must be bearded 
iris. Containing a rainbow-like span 
of colors, the genus is one of the few 
that has both the blue and the yel- 
low shades in the list of varieties. 
The color range is complete from 
white to as near black as a flower 
can be. There are shades of red, 
pink, yellow, blue and purple with 
many variations, and also combina- 
tions of colors in the petals and falls 
of the same flowers. I do not know 
of any flower that has shades so 
beautiful as are found in the soft 
pinks, the smoky blues, tans and 
browns. ‘The texture varies, too; 
some are like crepe. 

Because of the ease with which the 
new varieties are multiplied, they 
soon come on the market and hybrid- 
izers see them widely disseminated. I 
know of no iris that is patented; for 
years it has been the custom of iris 
specialists to introduce the new va- 
rieties at a fairly high price, per- 
haps $25 a plant, offering them to 
fanciers and then reducing the price 
as the supply grows. To the en- 
thusiast looking for something new 
and beautiful some of the new varie- 
ties look like $25. 

The rapidity with which iris grows 
is phenomenal. Statistically speaking, 
it is the largest plant in exist- 
ence; a single plant has been known 
to cover several acres. This rapidity 
of growth has its disadvantages, yet 
in the landscape it is mostly helpful. 
The iris plant, like the spring bulbs 
and the chrysanthemum, lends itself 
to rugged, more or less naturalistic 
plantings. It is useful in making 
borders along drives, walks and 
woodland paths and as a trim for 
shrub borders. Often we find iris 
useful to plant on banks, especially 
along shores where the plant can be 
beautiful as well as helpful in re- 
ducing erosion 

Yet, in spite of its rugged habits, 
its beauty, even in the commonet 
varieties, makes it able to hold its 
head high in the choicest of peren- 
nial borders and formal gardens

CHLOROPHYLL 


[t has always seemed an odd quirk 
of fate that important scientific facts 
tend to become popular knowledg« 
only indirectly. Often it is through 
some trivial characteristic of the 
facts. Chlorophyll has come into 
popular usage as a name for, above 
all things, a deodorant. Even the 
American Association of Nurserymen 
wittily took advantage of the public’s 
being chlorophyll-conscious and _ re- 
ceived thousands of dollars’ worth of 
publicity when it issued a_ release 
saying “All our products are guar- 
anteed to contain chlorophyll.” 

What is cholorophyll? To the 
chemist and the scientist chlorophyll 
is the green coloring matter in leaves. 
a complex chemical which, acting as 
a catalyst (a catalyst is a substance 
that aids the formation of a chemical 
compound without itself becoming 
part of it), enables a plant to take 
carbon dioxide and water from the 
air and soil and, in the presence ol 
light. form glucose. From this glu- 
cose and the soil minerals, all othe: 
organic compounds are manulac- 
tured 

‘To the nurseryman and plantsman 
chlorophyll makes green the predom- 
inant color in the landscape and the 
basis of all our landscaping. 

But chlorophyll is much more than 
all these things. Chlorophyll is the 
key to all life and all life is directly 
or indirectly dependent upon it 
Without it there would be no plant 
or animal life, for in its absence there 
would be no food. Chlorophyll and 
its part in the photosynthetic process 
is the one basic scientific fact of life. 
It is actually the spark of life. Chem- 
ists can tell you its chemical nature, 
but they cannot make it; only a plant 
can make it. Chemists can do a lot 
of things with chlorophyll, which in- 
cludes putting it in tooth paste, and 
know most of the stages of its action, 
but it is there that their knowledge 
stops. Greater knowledge of chloro- 
phyll will continue to affect material- 
ly our food-raising potential. Should 
scientists someday progress so far as 
to discover all the secrets of chloro- 
phyll, even how to synthesize it, they 
will discover life itself. This dis- 
covery would be immeasurably great- 
er as a potential benefaction or dan- 
ger (depending upon the use to 
which it would be put) than is the

Caragana Maximowicziana 


Caragana maximowicziana, the 
Maximowicz pea tree, is an uncom- 
mon plant of limited value as a land- 
scape subject. It is a densely 
branched spreading shrub, reaching 
a height of about four feet at ma- 
turity and with a spread that may 
exceed 10 feet. 

The native habitat of the Maxi- 
mowicz pea tree is west China, and 
it was introduced in the United 
States in 1910. The generic name, 
caragana, comes from the word cara- 
gan, its Mongolian name. The species 
name, maximowicziana, was given in 
honor of the Russian, Carl Johann 
Maximowicz, 1827-1891. 

The twigs dre reddish-brown, 
slightly hairy and somewhat spiny. 
The leaves are alternate on the twig 
and are pinnately compound. The 
four to six leaflets per leaf are small, 
one-fourth to one-half inch in length. 
When the leaflets fall in the autumn 
the rachis becomes spiny and often 
remains attached to the twigs. The 
leaflets are bright green during the 
growing season and show no effec- 
tive fall color in the autumn. 

The flowers are pea-shaped, yel- 
low, about an inch long, and are 
produced in May. The fruit pod is 
small and of no ornamental value. 

The Maximowicz pea tree is hardy 
in the most northern states and toler- 
ant of a wide range of soil and cli- 
matic conditions. It can be used in 
sunny or shady situations. Under 
drought conditions the leaves fre- 
quently fall prematurely. Unless con- 
siderable pruning is done the plant 
becomes straggly. Propagation is 
usually by seeds, but softwood cut- 
tings can be rooted. 

The Maximowicz pea-tree can be 
used in a limited way as a low shrub 
for border planting, for bank cover 
and as a low hedge. L. C. C.

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Microclimates and Plant Life 


By Raymond P. Korbobo 


The study of the lower air layers, 
the microclimates, and their influ- 
ence on local climate and the de- 
velopment of plant life was one of 
the topics discussed at the meeting 
of the New Jersey Horticultural So- 
ciety, held at Atlantic City, N. J.. 
December | to 3 

The subject was presented by Dr. 
Erwin R. Biel, head of the meteor- 
ology department at the college of 
agriculture, Rutgers University, New 
Brunswick, N. J. Dr. Biel intro- 
duced his material by explaining why 
the air masses circulating over North 
America are different in their be- 
havior from those found throughout 
the rest of the world. These air mass- 
es, which are responsible for the 
varieties and changes of weather, are 
affected by mountain ranges that, in 
this country, run generally north and 
south, as contrasted with the usual 
east to west direction of the ranges 
in other parts of the world. Corre- 
spondingly, weather conditions found 
here differ somewhat from conditions 
found elsewhere. 

The weather 
board, Dr. Biel said, is known tech- 
nically as “imported” weather. This 
is because during the summer in that 
region 75 per cent of the air orig- 
inates in the tropics and during the 
winters 90 per cent of the air comes 
from the polar regions. In New Jer- 
sey alone the plants come under the 
influence of air of subtropic and sub- 
polar origin in comparatively short

Dr. Biel mentioned 
weather on the eastern 
tends to extremes in several respects. 
For example, no other land area on a 
seacoast at 40 degrees latitude has so 
many electrical storms. Then, too,

periences such cold weather 
such big and regular snowstorms. 
A comparison of the climates of 
southern California and the Mediter- 
ranean regions with the climate of 
the eastern seaboard makes this read- 
ily apparent. 

He told of how often Europeans 
who come over to this part of the 
United States and experience our 
electrical storms are amazed to sce 
so few valuable trees and homes pro- 
tected with lightning rods. As Dr. 
Biel pointed out, this must certainly 
be because of the optimism of the 
American people, who so often think, 
“It won't happen to me.” 

In his next remarks, Dr. Biel con- 


cerned himself primarily with cli- 
matic conditions found in the New 
Jersey area, although his generaliza- 
tions are applicable to any region. 

Most plants stop growing for all 
practical purposes when the tem- 
peratures drop below 43. degrees 
Fahrenheit. To realize fully 
many “growing days” a plant has, it 
is necessary to know the tempera- 
ture from two to four inches above 
the ground.

He pointed out the dangers of 
trying to guess the date of the last 
killing frost in the spring in ordet 
to place plants in the ground at 
the earliest possible moment. Al- 
though the records of over 100 years 
show us the average date of the last 
killing frost for that period, this 
cannot be used to predict the last 
frost. Records kept in New Jersey 
show that during some years there 
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are from three to 20 frosts occurring 
after the average last frost date for 
the area. This is a wide spread and 
makes it impossible to fix a safe dead- 
line for the last frost. 

Of these unexpected frosts, one 
third turn out to have serious con- 
known as “general 
freezes”) and the remainder are rela- 
tively harmless (“radiation frosts” 
The temperature of the air close to 
the ground, where the plants go 
through their earliest stages of de- 
velopment, has the greatest effect on 
plant survival and growth. It is not 
surprising that many seedlings never 
make it in this world when the vast 
changes in temperature that they 
must withstand at an early age are

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Jersey the temperatures just above 


the soil average about 10 degrees F. 
higher during the daytime hours and 
) degrees F. lower during the night 
than the temperatures six feet above 
the ground. On windy days or 
days with no sunshine there is little 
or no difference in these tempera- 
tures. 

During the past July, the highest 
temperature attained in New Jersey 
according to the weather bureau’s 
method of recording temperature 
was 100 degrees F. The temperature 
reached this high point just once. 
However, Dr. Biel’s temperature 
charts showed that just above the 
ground it had reached over 100 de- 
grees F. during 14 of the 31 days! 

It is obvious, then, he said, that 
nurserymen must be practical in us- 
ing the weather bureau’s daily tem- 
peratures for stock growing close to 
the ground. He pointed out that 
seedlings in lining-out blocks were 
going through vast changes in tem- 
perature during the month of July 
in New Jersey. It is no wonder, he 
added, that mulches should play such 
an important role in lining-out beds 
as well as supporting plants in the 
home grounds through the hot sum- 
mers in certain parts of the country 

Great Temperature Changes 

So great are the changes that oc- 
cur within a 24-hour period in the 
New Jersey region that, if a person 
were to travel north from there until 
he reached a point that averaged 5 
degrees F. colder, he would be up in 
Canada, and if he were to travel 
south to where the average tem- 
perature was 10 degrees F. warmer, 
he would have to go to Georgia. 
This means that the plant that is 
close to the ground often experiences 
subpolar and subtropical tempera- 
tures within a 24-hour period. These 
conditions naturally raise the mor- 
tality rate for young plants. 

Dr. Biel gave an instance of how 
microclimates have been con- 
trolled to a certain extent to further 
certain agricultural ends. In Mis- 
souri, farmers were trying to grow 
cotton, a crop that requires a cer- 
tain definite length of time in orde1 
to mature properly. To favor the 
crop, a temperature had to be main- 
tained that was uncommon in Mis- 
souri. By changing the color of the 
soil through the application of a 
colored powder, the temperature was 
affected sufficiently to make it pos- 
sible to grow cotton to maturity in 
Missouri. Although this is an iso- 
lated case it shows that many times 
it is possible to change microclimates 
just enough to make the climate 
favorable to certain kinds of plant

growth that had been impossible be- 
fore. The shelterbelt is another de- 
vice that has been used successfully 
to alter climatic conditions. 

An example of the importance of 
climatic conditions on growing prac- 
tices may be seen in the problem of 
dusting crops from airplanes. In the 
early days of this new business it was 
thought that if the planes flew low 
over the ground winds would not 
affect the distribution of the dusts 
enough to make any difference. 
However, by taking dust counts and 
observations it was noted that dusts 
were hitting plants as far as a mile 
away that were never intended to 
receive them. On the other hand, if 
the plane went too low and the wind 
was not strong enough the dust set- 
tled in a narrow strip, making the 
operation ineffective. Experiments 
and observations finally showed that 
the best times during the day for 
applying dusts with airplanes were 
at dawn and at dusk. This was be- 
cause the air movement was at a 
minimum at these hours. 

Moreover, because precipitation 
is much greater in the evening than 
in the morning it is now an accepted 
practice to do as much airplane dust- 
ing at dawn as is possible, since the 
dust will have a chance to stay on the 
foliage longer than if it had been 
applied in the evening. 

As an illustration of the ease with 
which false predictions are often 
made about the weather that last 
for generations before being dis- 
credited, Dr. Biel cited the case of 
the man who, during the Napoleonic 
wars, made a handsome living for 
himself by predicting the weather for 
Napoleon’s field generals from the 
actions of spiders. It was some time 
before science proved that no rela- 
tionship between spiders and local 
weather conditions exists. Use of 
another of these fallacious indicators 
can be seen in the common habit of 
forecasting the length and severity 
of the winter by observing the width 
of the bands on the “‘woolly bear” 
caterpillar. 

The study of microclimates is a

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visual judgment of the soil’s moisture 
content. 

Dr. LeCompte then showed the 
audience an electrical device being 
sold commercially that he thought 
was successful for this purpose. Sev- 
eral small blocks of plaster of Paris 
are placed in the ground at different 
points on the land. An electrical 
current is passed from a small port- 
able battery through each block on 
its way into the ground and the re- 
sistance of the block to the current 
is measured by a small, portable 
meter. Soil with considerable mois- 
ture will wet the block and thus 
facilitate the electricity’s passage: 
dry soil will make it slightly more 
difficult for the current to pass 
through the block. Therefore, when 
a certain reading is shown on the 
meter the ground can be assumed 
dry enough to need irrigation. 


An advantage of this method is 
that the blocks can be left in the 
ground and visited periodically and 
the readings take only a few seconds 
to make at each block. A detailed 
discussion of the various machines 
available on the market can be ob- 
tained from Dr. LeCompte by writ- 
ing the college of agriculture, 
Rutgers University, New Brunswick. 


APHIS ON ARBORVITAE 


The stunting and dying of Chinese 
arborvitae in Delaware nurseries has 
been caused by an aphis, according to 
Dale F. Bray, entomologist of the 
University of Delaware agricultural 
experiment station, Newark. Losses 
in some of the large plantings have 
amounted to as much as 50 per cent 
Investigations show that aphis are 
present on the roots of all affected 
plants. They live on the roots all 
year, but some kinds appear on plant 
tops in spring and fall. The sucking 
of these insects causes stunting and 
eventually death in the case of severe 
infestations. The roots turn an ab- 
normal dark brown color and their 
tips repeatedly die back. 

Control of this aphis has been 
worked out by the experiment sta- 
tion, Mr. Bray continued. For root 
infestations, Chlordane disked into 
the soil before planting at a rate of 
five pounds to each acre has proved 
effective. A spray of Chlordane in- 
jected into the earth around the roots 
is adequate for infestations on plant- 
ed stock. Aphis on the tops of plants 
can be controlled by a forcible spray 
of 15 per cent Parathion or benzene 
hexachloride (BHC) (6 per cent 
gamma) at rates of two to four 
pounds, respectively, per 100 gal- 
lons of water

Tree Maintenance

OAK WILT RESEARCH 


Like a jigsaw puzzle being put to- 
gether piece by piece, slowly and 
laboriously bits of information about 
the oak wilt disease are being gath- 
ered, which, someday, will give us the 
complete picture. In the course of 
plant disease research, even as in as- 
sembling a picture puzzle, fragments 
of information are picked up which 
at the time seem to bear little rela- 
tion to each other or to the picture 
as a whole. Field studies and observa- 
tions made this year have brought to 
light some quirks in the behavior of 
the oak wilt disease that appear de- 
void of rhyme or reason. Perhaps they 
are simply scattered pieces of the 
puzzle and each, eventually, will fit 
nicely into its proper place. 

4 decided decrease in the number 
of oaks showing wilt disease infec- 
tion was reported this year from the 
Sinnissippi forest, a 2,200-acre tract 
lying adjacent to the Rock river, near 
Oregon, Ill. Intensive surveys for the 
disease, repeated several times during 
the summer, have been conducted 
here for the past three or four years. 
In 1951, 573 wilt-infected oaks were 
found; in 1952 only 161 diseased 
trees were discovered, a drastic and 
totally unexpected decrease in the 
number of infections. Yet in the Cook 
county forest preserve district, an 
area of nearly 40,000 acres just out- 
side Chicago and about 75 miles east 
of Sinnissippi forest, there was a 
slight increase for the same period in 
the disease incidence; 116 oak wilt 
cases were found in 1952 as com- 
pared with 96 in 1951. And in Pilot 
Knob state park, lowa, several hun- 
dred miles west of Sinnissippi forest, 
about the same amount of damage 
from oak wilt is reported to have oc- 
curred in 1952 as in previous years. 
No general decrease in the rate of 
spread within infected areas has been 
reported; in some localities more 
cases of infection were found this 
year than last. 

In 1951 the disease was known to 
be present in 18 states, extending 
from Kansas and Nebraska easterly 
to Virginia and from Wisconsin to 
Arkansas. During 1952 it was not 
found in any additional states. Does 
this mean that it has reached its 
limits of general spread? Probably 
not. Even though all plant scientists 
and owners of forests and wood lots 
in the oak-producing states where the 
disease has not been discovered were 
devoting a considerable portion of

their time to active search for it, 
isolated cases of infection could 
easily be missed. The forests cover a 
vast area; often they are located in 
rough and inaccessible terrain. In 
most instances the outstandingly 
noticeable symptoms—the discolored 
leaves—remain attached to the in- 
fected tree a relatively short time, 
often no longer than a week to 10 
days. After they fall, sharp scrutiny 
indeed is required to pick out an in- 
dividual leafless tree, or even a small 
group of trees, in a dense forest from 
either ground or air surveys. It is 
highly probable that oak wilt was 
present last summer in at least some 
of the states bordering the known 
area of infection and that it simply 
was not noticed. Still, no general 
outward spread was found. 


An unusual outbreak of the oak 
wilt disease in a privately owned for- 
est tract was observed in Pennsyl- 
vania last summer by ‘T. L. Guyton 
and Arthur R. Jeffery, of the bureau 
of plant industry, Pennsylvania de- 
partment of agriculture. For the pur- 
pose of locating a logging road a 
trail was blazed extending into the 
forest for a distance of about half a 
mile. The blazes were made during 
the latter part of April, 1952, mostly 
on small red oaks ranging up to six 
inches in diameter. More than three

fourths of the blazed oaks became in- 
fected with the oak wilt disease and 
were dead by September 17, Mr 
Guyton states. Some trees thought to 
have died from oak wilt in 1950 or 
1951 were found about a quarter of 
a mile away from the blazed oaks: 
these represented the closest known 
possible source of infection. 

This case surely is a fragment of 
the oak wilt puzzle, perhaps a most 
important one. There must be some 
relationship between the open 
wounds caused in blazing, and the 
fact that 75 per cent of the blazed 
trees later showed infection. Did the 
open wounds attract the still un- 
known carrier, or carriers, of the dis- 
ease? Open wounds are attractive to 
many insects—it may be found that 
one or more of these serve as carriers 
Too, concentrations of insects attract 
birds; in their feeding on these in- 
sects might birds, flying from an in- 
fected oak, transmit the disease? 
Large, open wounds always render a 
tree more vulnerable to wind-borne 
fungi; it may be found, perhaps, that 
the oak wilt disease can be carried by 
wind. The influence of wounds on 
infection remains to be evaluated 

Plant scientists have determined 
that the oak wilt disease can travel 
from a diseased to a healthy tree 
through natural root grafts and that 
by trenching deeply around infected 
trees, cutting all roots in the process, 
or by isolation of diseased oaks 
through the use of chemicals, local 
spread of the disease can be halted 
in 90 per cent or more of the cases 
They have found that the causal 
fungus has both an imperfect and a 
perfect stage; that beneath the bark 
of diseased trees the fungus produces 
mat-like growths which may, per- 
haps, serve as a source of natural 
transmission. They have established, 
rather definitely, that the spread of 
the oak wilt disease is slow as com- 
pared, for example, with that of the 
chestnut blight or elm phloem necro- 
sis, and have warned that reckless 
cutting of oak forests in the fear that 
the timber might be destroyed by the 
disease is unjustified. 

But despite all these and other 
significant facts that scientists have 
learned about the oak wilt disease. 
there are still many unknowns in 
the situation. By what agency is the 
disease carried long distances? How 
long will the fungus live in logs cut 
from an infected tree? How long will 
it live in the branches, trunk or roots 
of infected trees left standing? What 
can be done to protect trees against 
infection, or to cure trees after in- 
fection occurs? After the overland 
vector has been discovered, what 
method or methods can be em- 
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ployed to stop the spread of the dis- 
ease? A great many questions yet re- 
main to be answered on the subject. 


1952 A BIG YEAR 
FOR TREE INSECTS 

In most sections of the country 
1952 was a good year for insects 
good, that is, from the viewpoint of 
the insects. Weather conditions and 
other factors apparently favored 
most kinds of insects, and they mul- 
tiplied accordingly. Various scale in- 
sects——cottony maple scale, Euro- 
pean elm scale, scurfy scale and 
others—provided plenty of head- 
aches for shade tree owners early 
in the spring. In some areas where 
these pests had been at a low pop- 
ulation level for a decade or more, 
they appeared this past year in such 
numbers that considerable damage 
was caused. Cankerworms were 
more abundant and widespread, in 
the Chicago area at least, than they 
had been for some 10 or 12 years 
Tussock moth, which for several 
years had been a pest in Chicago’s 
street and park trees, continued to 
spread. 

Increase of destructive insects was 
not confined to urban areas, nor to 
those species which primarily affect 
shade trees. In the Rocky mountains. 
spruce forests were heavily infested 
with the Engelmann spruce beetle. 
This epidemic, originating in and 
spreading from an area of wind- 
thrown timber of a storm in 1949, 
has been described as one of the most 
destructive insect outbreaks that 
have ever occurred in the northern 
Rocky mountain region. A defoliat- 
ing looper (Melanolophia imitata 
was reported spreading and caus- 
ing a great deal of damage to grand 
fir (Abies grandis) and Douglas fi 

Pseudotsuga taxifolia) in the forests 
of northern Idaho. Forests in south- 
western Mississippi suffered from an 
outbreak of the southern pine beetle. 
In New Mexico and Arizona spider 
mites were reported building up on 
farm crops; although infestation of 
trees was not mentioned in this re- 
port they certainly would be sus- 
ceptible to attack. Tent caterpillars 
were active in Minnesota. 

Pin oaks in the vicinity of West 
Orange, N. J., suffered under a heavy 
attack of sawflies this past summer 
These defoliating insects had ap- 
peared in great numbers in 1947 and 
again in 1948 in the New Jersey 
area and then for three years were 
practically unseen. Because the pin 
oak has been widely favored for use 
as a street tree and an ornamental in

However, the jolt really comes 
when discovers the alarming 
and infinitely small selection of suit- 
able material available for  thes« 
“custom-built” homes. Naturally. 
this is a highly controversial state- 
ment. Yet, a complacent and vun- 
thinking group of nurserymen, with 
their imported labor, unintentionally 
made the nurseryman suspect by 
offering a mass of undesirable 
terial to a relatively large group of 
inexperienced homeowners. Truc, 
for the moment at least, these nurs- 
erymen have a great deal of need for 
this material to be used in the proper 
places. Society is fast becoming edu- 
cated while the wheels of horticul- 
tural progress slowly roll forward for 
the nurserymen of vision. These men 
in the end will fill the vacuum and 
provide the homeowner with a selec- 
tion of their nurtured plants as their 
accepted responsibility

that should be 
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singled out is Daphne altaica. ‘This 
plant has a pleasant inflorescence of 
fragrant pink-white flowers on 
terminal clusters with rosettes of 
acute, dull green foliage. This up- 
right shrub has a spreading habit 
of growth and an extensive flower- 
ing period, making it a highly sig- 
nificant contribution. As most grow- 
ers must be aware, the survival of 
many of the daphnes during trans- 
planting is low; therefore, the cus- 
tomary practice of growing and sell- 
ing D. altaica in containers is a must. 


A Fascinating Rhododendron 


Another superlative shrub is the 
fascinating Rhododendron keiskei, 
which will add a welcome day after 
day in front of any man’s home. 
Among the lengthy list of rhododen- 
drons this species, with its artificial- 
like pale, yellow flowers and its small, 
attractive foliage, is particularly 
adaptable independently, or encom- 
passed within a planting of dwarf 
conifers. Furthermore, it is possible 
to obtain R. keiskei from seeds, and it 
roots readily from cuttings. Of 
course the range of this plant is lim- 
ited because of its tenderness. 

It is a pleasure to add Azalea 
albrechti to this list, for this shrub 
has high merit, having been intro- 
duced from Japan in 1892. Begin- 
ning in May and running into June, 
the splash of red blooms captures 
one, while in the autumn one 
witnesses the contrasting tints of the 
vellow foliage. 

Another little-known shrub is El- 
sholtzia stauntoni. A mass of lilac- 
purple flowers appears on the loose 
spikes during August and Septem- 
ber, having a marked advantage ovet 
the many shrubs which are fast 
reaching maturity by this time. This 
aromatic, low shrub is propagated by 
greenwood cuttings and by planting 
the late-maturing fine seeds. 

A tree that would be functional 
for these homes is Carpinus turczan- 
inovi, from Asia. This carpinus 
claims the distinction of holding its 
leaflike fruits during the winter 
months, an interesting sight. An- 
other definite pattern that is most 
pleasing is that this small tree has a 
short trunk, with deliquescent stems 
and handsome, small foliage. Finally, 
despite its slow rate of growth it has 
an extensive range, which further 
warrants the recognition of this 
strong, compact tree. 

In this article I have dealt, as 
you have doubtless observed, with a 
few exploratory shrubs in hopes that 
they will lead the progressive nurs- 
erymen into discovering more excel- 
lent material for this new era of 
planting.

BLINN NURSERY, Los Altos, 
Calif., is building a new and en- 
larged salesroom and office. 
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OREGON PLANT SURVEYS 


Although still comparatively new, 
Oregon’s systematic plant surveys, 
set up by 1945 legislature, have al- 
ready proved their worth, according 
to officials of the Oregon department 
of agriculture. The program is de- 
signed to discover the presence of in- 
jurious insects and plant pests in the 
incipient state and before they can 
deal economic blows 

From there on out, the program 
rests largely with growers, either or- 
ganized or singly, to heed control 
recommendations laid out by the ex- 
periment station and county agents 
as soon as the survey findings are re- 
ported. 

This program, coupled with the 
prompt eradication work by the de- 
partment of agriculture and the city 
of The Dalles, is credited with limit- 
ing to a small area in that town the 
first Oriental fruit moth found in 
peaches in The Dalles in 1949. ‘Trap- 
ping has been conducted each year 
since, and in 1952 not a single adult 
moth was found. 

The experience with pear psylla 
has not been so good. The 1951 and 
1952 surveys have found pear psylla 
to be a real menace to the pear in- 
dustry in all growing areas except 
the Ontario-Nyssa section of Mal- 
heur county. So far, the surveys have 
kept ahead of any economic penetra- 
tion, however, and control measures 
are now up to the growers. Growers 
have been quick to respond, with 
proper dusting and spraying routines, 
to all alerts sounded as a result of the 
pest and disease surveys. 

Cherry fruit fly has been found in 
all commercial —cherry-producing 
areas except Malheur county. Peach 
wart virus disease was found agai 
in 1952 in a small section of Wasco 
county: as a result, all infected trees 
are being removed. Little cherry and 
western X virus diseases in cherries 
apparently have been held to areas 
in Wasco county. 

Other surveys have been conducted 
during the past several years jointly 
with the federal bureau of ento- 
mology and plant quarantine for 
black stem rust, which is making 
some gains in the eastern Oregon 
wheat area though not vet of eco- 
nomic importance, and on golden 
nematode and potato rot nematode 
ol potatoes 

The Japanese beetle has not been 
found in Oregon, although trapping 
has been carried on consistently at 
airports where transcontinental 
planes land. One thing is evident: 
If the beetle ever does reach Oregon. 
the traps will greet it.

E. Davis, entomologist, who set up 
the program in 1945; F. P. Larson, 
assistant entomologist; A. Burr 
Black, state apiary inspector and as- 
sistant entomologist, and_ several 
part-time entomology aides. L. B. 
Loring, formerly of the foreign plant 
division of the United States bureau 
of entomology and plant quarantine 
and at one time connected with 
Mount Arbor Nurseries, Shenandoah, 
la., recently joined the staff as a 
pathologist. In addition to these 
men, nursery inspectors of the de- 
partment play an important role in 
the collection of materials for both 
insect and plant disease studies. 


YELLOW LEAF ROLL 


The California state department of 
agriculture, through its bureau of 
plant pathology, has made the final 
tabulation of the results of 1952 
peach tree inspections to detect the 
presence of a peach tree virus disease 
known as yellow leaf roll. 

In the bureau’s November report, 
it was explained that 6,244,662 
peach trees were inspected on 4,043 
properties in 19 counties in the 
northern part of the state, but the 
disease was not found outside of 
Butte, Placer, Yuba and Sutter 
counties. In those counties, inspec- 
tors found 1,008 trees infected with 
yellow leaf roll, only a slight de- 
crease from the 1,029 trees found 
diseased in 1951. All diseased trees 
were destroyed to prevent further 
spread of the infection. 

Symptoms of yellow leaf roll in- 
clude a marked yellowing and in- 
ward rolling of leaf edges toward 
the midrib of the upper surface, dis- 
tinctive broadening and swelling of 
midrib veins, especially late in the 
season; reddish brown discolorations 
and scorching of leaf margins or en- 
tire blades, frequently with necrotic 
spotting resulting in ragged leaves. 
Premature defoliation is particular- 
ly noticable in late summer and 
early autumn. Affected branches and 
limbs die, often during the first sea- 
son that foliage symptoms appear, 
and later, the entire tree may die. 

Yellow leaf roll spreads rapidly, 
and no marketable fruit is produced 
on affected parts of the trees. 

Inspections to detect the disease 
have been carried on by the state 
and county departments of agricul- 
ture for three years, during which 
time about 85,000 acres, or 85 per 
cent, of the state’s peach and nec- 
tarine acreage has been inspected. 
A total of 2,914 yellow leaf roll af- 
fected trees have been found and 
destroyed in that time. G. K. A.

JANUARY 15, 1953 
PESTICIDE HAZARDS 


Characteristics of new pesticides 
being marketed for use on agricul- 
tural crops in California were ex- 
plained recently at a meeting of 
county agricultural commissioners at 
Sacramento, Calif. 

Allen B. Lemmon, chief of the bu- 
reau of chemistry, state department 
of agriculture, described the use of 
various pesticides and pointed out 
that some have a low toxicity to hu- 
man beings, while others are ex- 
tremely poisonous and must be ap- 
plied with full precautions. 

Approximately 10,000 _ pesticides 
are registered for sale in California, 
according to Mr. Lemmon. Many of 
the newer pesticides involve hazards 
in handling or use, he said, and he 
emphasized the importance of know- 
ing exactly what the hazards are for 
each so that proper precautions may 
be taken. 

Regulations governing the agricul- 
tural pest control business are admin- 
istered jointly by the division of 
agriculture and the county agricul- 
tural commissioners. Before registra- 
tion is issued to permit sale of a 
pesticide, the manufacturer is_re- 
quired to use a label describing the 
proposed usage and to include direc- 
tions for applications, dosage, time 
of application and any other perti- 
nent information. 

Much care goes into the prepara- 
tion of a complete label, according 
to Mr. Lemmon. Before the product 
is handled or used, the label should 
be read carefully. If all precautions 
are not scrupulously observed, serious 
damage to crop or user may result. 

Under state law, items classified 
by regulation as injurious can be ap- 
plied only after securing a permit 
from the agricultural commission of 
the county in which the pesticide is 
to be used.

DDT and Mites 


Just a few years ago, because of 
its outstanding performance in de- 
stroying injurious insects, DDT was 
acclaimed a wonder insecticide. En- 
tomologists, spray operators and the 
public all stressed its virtues. Nurs- 
erymen found it useful for freeing 
many trees and shrubs of insects that 
in the past had been difficult to con- 
trol. But as time went by it was ob- 
served that many DDT-sprayed 
plants suffered excessively from red 
spider mites. Later it was found that, 
in most instances, constant spraying 
with DDT almost always resulted in 
spider mite injury if a good acaricide 
was not added to the spray mixture 
Today, there is much speculation as 
to whether DDT should be used for 
spraying ornamental trees and 
shrubs, particularly during the grow- 
ing season when spider mites are 
likely to be damaging. 

The answer to the 
spider mite control is not the elimina- 
tion of DDT from spray mixtures. 
Red spider mites were a problem 
long before we had DDT. Further. 
most plants showing acute spider 
mite damage immediately following a 
DDT spray were most likely infested 
before they were sprayed. Red spider 
infestations do not develop 
as already 


problem of 


mite 
spontaneously. Of course, 
noted, red spider mite damage may 
be intensified by DDT spraying 
where an infestation already exists. 
DDT Kills Spiders’ Enemies 
The explanation as to why DDT 
tends to promote the development of 
red spider mites is actually simple. 
Those predators which normally feed 
upon the mites and in that way re- 
press their development are killed 
Not only are they killed, but the 
DDT residues make it impossible for 
them to exist on sprayed plants for a 
period of approximately two wecks, 
immediately following the spray ap- 
plication. On the other hand DDT 
does not destroy the spider mites. 
Under natural conditions red 
spider mites are likely to find life 
harsh and difficult. Thousands are 
destroyed every hour of the day by 
predaceous enemies. Ladybird bee- 
tles of the genus stethorus, tiny 
staphylinid beetles of the genus 
oligota and minute neuropterous in- 
sects of the genus conwentzia are 
usually present. They roam foliage 
day in and day out eating the mites 
wherever they find them. At times 
their numbers become so great that 
heavy red spider mite infestations 
are completely wiped out. 
In contrast, a different situation is

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encountered when plants are sprayed 
with DDT. Food is plentiful and 
there are no insect predators to check 
development. The spider mites also 
have a high rate of reproduction 
Each female red spider lays from 75 
to over 100 eggs and only 10 to 12 
days is required in passing from egg 
to adult. 

rhe influence of DDT spraying on 
the ratio between spider mite popula- 
tions and those of their natural ene- 
mies and the resulting effects on 
build-up in mite populations is diffi- 
cult to analyze. The factors vary in 
each situation. The season of the 
year, the weather and the initial 
population of either predators and 
mites may have a bearing on whether 
an increase of spider mites will occur 
following an application of DDT 
Some idea of the extent to which 
DDT spraying may affect the ratio 
of predators to mites may be gleaned 
from observations made several 
years ago by Dr. Paul DeBach, in 
California. In one of his experiments 
he observed that on DDT-sprayed 
citrus trees there was only one preda- 
tor for each 237 mites, whereas on 
check trees (not sprayed with DDT 
there was one predator for each 13 
mites. 


Good Acaricide Recommended 


The best answer to red spider con- 
trol, in the writer’s opinion, is the 
proper use of a good acaricide—not 
the condemnation of DDT. The 
value of DDT for the control of cer- 
iain insects is well-established and 
its use in many instances is highly de- 
sirable. When DDT is used on 
plants infested with or susceptible to 
mite damage it is a wise precaution 
to include a good acaricide in the 
spray mixture. There are many 
acaricides that may be used alone o1 
in combination with DDT. Some of 
those with long residual effects in- 
clude Aramite, Dimite, Ovotran and 
Sulphenone. There are also several 
phosphorus base insecticides, such as 
Parathion, EPN and Malathon. 
which are efficient for mite control 
Two of these, Parathion and EPN., 
are highly toxic to man and precau- 
tion should be taken to protect the 
spray operator during their use

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NEW CHEMICALS FOR MITES 


Research entomologists, on the 
trail of ways to control mites that 
have developed a resistance to Para- 
thion in orchards of the Pacific 
northwest, have several promising 
chemicals under investigation, the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture reports. Among these are 
DMC, EPN, Malathon, R-242 and 
88R. 

Orchard mites, a special problem 
in the Pacific northwest where hot. 
dry summers favor their survival, had 
been effectively controlled for sev- 


eral vears by Parathion, an insecti- 


cide used extensively to control 
aphis and other orchard pests. ‘Tests 
made during experiments in 195] 
and 1952 indicated that at least 
three mite spec ies have developed a 
resistance to Parathion to the ex- 
tent that not even larger dosages of 
the insecticide now will prevent their 
increase. 

Tests conducted by the bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine at 
the Yakima, Wash., laboratory indi- 
cate that one or more other chem- 
icals used with Parathion during 
summer spraying will control these 
resistant mites. Good results against 
the resistant mites were obtained by 
combining DMC with Parathion, and 
by spraying the trees alternately with 
Parathion and the other chemicals 
Parathion still provides an effective 
control of a number of other orchard 


pests.

Book Reviews 











THE COMPLETE ROSE GUIDE 

Since 1930, when the first edition 
of ““Modern Roses” became the vade 
mecum of rose enthusiasts through- 
out the world, rosarians have used 
the book and subsequent editions as 
the authoritative rose cyclopedia. 
“Modern Roses IV,” the latest in 
the series, was compiled by J. Hor- 
ace McFarland Co. and the Ameri- 
can Rose Society, Harrisburg, Pa. 
The 405-page volume, which is 
priced at $7.50, contains 32 illus- 
trations (16 in color) and a list of 
6,150 roses, including 300 species, 
altogether an advance of more than 
850 roses. The aim of the editors 
has been to provide straightforward, 
nontechnical descriptions of all rose 
varieties, not only modern but also 
those varieties of historical or botan- 
ical importance. The book provides 
basic information for catalog descrip- 
tions.

PLANT GROWTH REGULATOR 


Scientists have reported the dis- 
covery of a new chemical compound 
for regulating the growth of plants 

The new compound, known as 
CDAA, joins a growing family of 
plant growth regulators which, it is 
believed, may eventually be of great 
aid to the country’s farmers, horti- 
culturists and vegetable and fruit 
processors 

Chemical plant growth regulators 
are described as possibly holding the 
key for protecting budding plants 
against frost. They are already be- 
ing used to prevent fruit drop befor:

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mental trees and shrubs, climbing 
plants, subtropical plants, conifers, 
herbaceous plants, palms, roses, ete. 
Standard roses are here also worked 
on Veilchenblau stems and dwarfs 
on multiflora japonica, and, although 
the rose collection here seemed rath- 
cr more up-to-date than that which 
I saw in Argentina, I still noticed 
that some old-fashioned hybrid per- 
petual varieties with plenty of stam- 
ina are necessary to withstand the 
heat. The firm raises its own citrus 
stocks from seeds. I also noticed some 
beds of apple, pear and Rosa poly- 
antha seedlings just coming up and, 
although a percentage were damp- 
ing-off, the bulk looked healthy. The 
firm also has a big store in the city 
and is the leading farm and garden 
seed merchant in the country. The 
firm also sells farm machinery, trac- 
tors, tools and garden sundries of 
every description. 


Rio de Janeiro 


Leaving Montevideo, I proceeded 
to Rio de Janeiro, arriving there on 
a hot August day. I hailed a taxi 
and asked the driver to proceed to 
the Jardim Botanico, one of the 
many wonders of this amazing city. 
I was fortunate on my arrival to 
run into a member of the scientific 
staff on the steps. This gentleman, 
who had never seen a British nurs- 
eryman before, appeared to regard 
me as some phenomenon. He was, 
however, most courteous and volun- 
teered to accompany me around the 
garden, adding that I must see the 
director before I left. Fortunately, 
my guide understood French, and we 
soon got on well together. 

By way of introduction I think 
I should mention that the founda- 
tion of these gardens was connected 
with an event of great political im- 
portance in Europe. Fleeing from 
a possible invasion of Portugal by 
Napoleon’s armies, Don Juan VI 
transferred the seat of the Portugese 
kingdom to Rio de Janeiro, where, 
in June, 1808, he founded the Royal 
Garden, now known as the Jardim 
Botanico do Rio de Janeiro and 
recognized as the finest tropical 
botanic garden in the world. 

When the monk Frei Leandro do 
Sacremento, a distinguished bota- 
nist, became director in 1824, the 
garden was transferred into an insti- 
tute for the study of botany. This 
Carmelite monk was a man of great 
knowledge and merit and was a 
member of scientific academies of 
London and Munich and professor 
of botany at the Academy of Medi-

cine at Rio de Janeiro. He initiated 
the scientific direction of the gardens 
and in addition executed notable 
work in the gardens among which 
was the creation of the great lake 
which bears his name. 


Statistics 


Ihe gardens are about 150 acres 
in extent and contain 5,000 species 
classified by family, genus, species 
and country of origin; distributed in 
187 families and 1,526 genera. In 
general, plants are grouped accord- 
ing to their botanic affinities, al- 
though it is necessary to deal with 
some according to the exigence of 
their climate, particularly those 
which are obtained from torrid, 
foggy or dry regions. 

The outstanding feature of these 
gardens is the wonderful collection 
of magnificent palms, the finest in 
the world, of which there are about 
100 species. The tallest are the 
arecas, the first of which was planted 
by Don Juan VI, in 1808, and is 
called Palma Mater. The main 
avenue, 2,440 feet long, is lined with 
134 of this species, all of which are 
the product of the original tree 

They present a unique picture, 
looking like huge parasols mounted 
on their long, slender trunks which 
appeared considerably above 100 
feet in height. Other notable palms 
include acrocomia, washingtonia, 
oreodoxa, mauritia, chrysalidocar- 
pus, archontophoenix, raphis, maxi- 
miliana, manicaria, livistona, eu- 
terpe, borassus and others 

As may be imagined, bromelias, 
nepenthes and orchids and _ that 
gorgeous climber, Camoensia max- 
ima, thrive here, and it is interest- 
ing to see such a great collection of 
it growing in its wild state. There 
are also many fine specimens among 
the dracaenas, ficus, bamboos, eu- 
phorbias and also a unique collec- 
tion of cacti. Incidentally, Ficus 
benjamina is the most popular street- 
planting tree in Rio. The garden 
also contains many curiosities of the 
vegetable kingdom, the most strik- 
ing being: 

1. The change of color of the 
trunk of Calycophyllum spruceanum. 
The tree sheds its bark, a phenome- 
non which takes place during the 
months of July to September. The 
trunk assumes a vermilion color dur- 
ing July and August and changes to 
bronze-yellow in September. 2. The 
resemblance of Parmentiera cereifera 
fruits to the wax tapers used in 
churches. 3. The Paullinia cupana, 
which bears fruits of beautiful colors 
enclosing an interesting kernel re- 
sembling a human eyeball (white

PLANTS FOR BLANK WALLS

There can be no one definite state- 
ment as to the shape these plants 
should have. Varying shapes, sizes 
and materials in the walls, the effects 
desired and the plants used would all 
have a bearing. As a general rule, 
it is wise not to cover the wall com- 
pletely. Rather, the plant should be 
trained in an interesting pattern 
which would expose portions of the 
supporting wall, thus giving inter- 
esting contrasts of texture and color. 
A fan shape is probably simplest to 
achieve, but an infinite variety of 
forms may be devised. After the 
desired shape is fully formed, heavy 
pruning may be employed to hold 
the plant in bounds 


Which Plants to Use? 


A major question in such a discus- 
sion is, what plants lend themselves 
to such use? An amazing number 
fit the needs of the method well. 

Among the easiest plants to train 
are Pvyracantha lalandi, 
Forsythia suspensa, Jasminum nudi- 
florum and Chaenomeles laginaria 
In the last-named be certain to select 
those named clones with good cleat 
colors. Othe species in these genera 


coccinea 


are also useful. 
Among the trees, several mag- 
nolias make fine wall plants. M. 
virginiana, M. kobus borealis, M. 
stellata and M. soulangeana are par- 
ticularly useful. Malus hupehensis, 
the tea crab, is exceptionally fine be- 
cause of the long, wandlike branch- 
es, the vase-shaped habit and small 
size. Most other crabs of good hor- 
ticultural qualities may be used. 
Taxus cuspidata, as well as T. 
media and its varieties, is good, also, 
particularly where 
growing evergreen is desired. 
grandiflora, 


a relatively slow- 
Abelia 
among the broad-leaved 
evergreens, handles easily and pro- 
duces attractive effects. Viburnums 
in variety, especially V. tomentosum 
and its variety, V. t. mariesi, V. 
carlesi and V. burkwoodi do well. 
The contrast between the rugose fo- 
liage of V. tomentosum and brick o1 
soft gray stone is a pleasing study in 
variety of texture and color 

Manv of the honeysuckles may be 
used on walls, although some of them 
would require severe pruning to keep 
them in reasonable bounds. Lonicera 
fragrantissima would probably be 
more desirable than most. The coto- 
neasters, particularly C. horizontalis, 
would be easier to keep under con- 
trol. 

Production of wall plants should 
not pose any difficult problems. Or- 
dinary young stocks may be utilized

October 12. All buds used were tak- 
en from a single tree which had been 
cut back while dormant the -previous 
spring to stimulate growth of thrifty 
budwood. Buds were cut each day, 
since experience had indicated that 
the take of fresh buds was generally 
better than those stored even for 24 
hours. 

In top-working this block, specific 
information was sought on the abil- 
ity of the various stocks to bud unde: 
field conditions. The ability of trunk 
and laterals to bud and placement of 
the bud with reference to its compass 
position were checked. 


Comparison of Data 


In a comparison of data covering 
the budding ability of the four P 
vera hybrid rootstocks, it was found 
that on those having P. integerrima 
as a male parent, 81 per cent of the 
buds on the trunk and 66 per cent of 
those on the laterals made a good 
union. The take of buds on those 
with P. atlantica and P. terebinthus 
as a male parent was about half as 
great on the trunks and two thirds 
as great on the laterals. Although 
somewhat earlier fall budding had 
been planned for thesg trees, the de- 
lay did bring out the longer budding 
ability of trees with P. integerrima 
blood. This late slipping of the bark 
of P. integerrima hybrids has been 
noted in nursery studies as well. 

Since the position of the bud on 
the stock is considered of importance 
in the propagation of other fruit 
trees, the placement of the buds in 
this work was planned to obtain 
comparative information on the take 
of buds in relation to compass posi- 
tion. From 69 to 78 buds were set 
on east, west, south and north sides. 
[he resultant range in set between 
1 and 55 per cent would indicate 
that, as far as bud take is concerned, 
the placement of the bud is of no 
consequence,
